School—City Council Election Nov. 4th 


On Tuesday, November 4th, voters in the 
Crawford - AuSable School District will cast their ballot 
on a bond issue to buiid a new addition at the Frederic 
Elementary School, and on the same day, electors in 
the City of Grayling will vote for three of four 
candidates seeking seats on the city council. 


The proposed bond issue for the Frederic school is 
for $545,000, and will require approximately % of a mill 
per year to retire the debt at an average cost of $5.25 
ger taxpayer per year, according to Fraser Dean, 
Superintendent of Schoois. 

Dean stated, that it would take between 25 and 30 
years to pay off the bond, depending on interest rates. 

The new addition would replace the old Frederic 
School that was built in 1925, and will be joined to the 
four newer classroom.building that was constructed in 
1957, Dean said. Together with the four present 


classrooms, and the addition, the schoo! would have a 
maximum capacity of 300 students, he added. 

The bond proposition will appear on the ballot as 
follows: 

“Shall Crawford AuSable School District, Craw- 
ford, Otsego and Kalkaska Counties, Michigan, borrow 
the sum of not to exceed Five Hundred Forty-Five 
Thousand Dollars ($545,000.00) and issue its general 
obligation unlimited tax bonds therefor, for the 
purpose of erecting, furnishing and equipping an 
addition to and remodeling the Frederic Elementary 
School; and developing and improving the site?” 


Four persons filed petitions for three vacancies on 
the city council for four year terms to assure somewhat 
of a contest. 

Seeking reelection are incumbents, Derek E. 
McEvers and Robert 8. Golnick, with Georgia M. 


Knight and Wayne A. Hindmarsh entering the eiective 
race for the first time. 

Candidates will be running at-large, and not by 
precinct, and will take office on November 10th: The 
ihree elected will join present councilmen, David 
Hanson and Gordon Thompson, -at which time the 
eye and mayor pro-tem will be decided among the 
ve 

Voters in the city will have to cast their ballot at 
two different sites on Tuesday. The city council 
election will be held at the city hall, with the school 
bond issue election being heid at ihe middle school 
gym.

Sixteen years in class 


The possibility that our society 
provides too much schooling for our 
young people was advanced recently 
and from a most unusual source— 
from the former United States Corn- 
missioner of Education. 

_ Usually we hear the cry that we 
don’t do enough for our young folks, 
so to hear the chant from the other 
side of the coin is somewhat 
unusual. 

Harold Howe ll, who held the 
country's top education post from 
1965 to 1968, at a recent ‘seminar 
suggested that high schools or 
colleges or both should be shortened 
by a year or more. 

Howe is now a vice president of the 
Ford Foundation. 

He said that 16 years of education 
in the United States—starting at age 
six in the first grade and running 


through three or four years of college. 


at age 21 or 22—"‘is a luxury no other 
country has.” 

Said Howe: “People get fed up with 
classrooms after being in them for 16 
years.” 


Another of Howe's suggestions 
was that adults should be provided a 
year or more of education later in life, 
when they are more mature and ina 
better position to appreciate it. 

_ Maybe the aentleman has a point. 
To hear our teen-aged citizens tell 


about it, not only ig 16 years ina 


classroom too much, but so is five 
days a week, or nine months a year. 


or even the five hours or so they’ ro 


away from home for school now. 

Shorten secondary education by a 
year? There would be problems, of 
course. 

For example, what then does 
society do with all the job fodder 
turned loose in the employment 
market—and with the employment 

market drying up more and more in 
recent. yearsS..wu s 


Even if society could tind jobs for 


young citizens, we would then have 
to turn around the thrust of our child

protection laws which have made it 
more and more difficult for young 
folks to get a job; they’re “protected” 
right out of the job market, it seems. 

if we shoriened secondary educa- 
tion by a year, that would result in a 
25 percent drop in the need for high 
school teachers—wouldn’t it? What 
would we then do with an even 
greater glut of teachers without jobs? 

Shorten college a year? Many 
college students would welcome the 
abbreviated calendar--and so would 
many parents who help their off- 
spring with tuition and other ex- 
penses. 


However, the tr 


rend is in the other 


direction entirely. More and more 


college graduates are going on to 
graduate schools, required to do so 
to become fully qualified in their 
fields of endeavor as the other end of 
our society demands more stringent 
entrance levels. 

Then, too, recent years find college 
graduates facing a tough job market 
and four-year grads frequently find 
continued education in graduate 
schools much preferable to no job at 
all. 

Looking more deeply into Mr. 
Howe's suggestions about shorter 
schoo! experiences reveals a whole 
host of problems; the idea sounds 
interesting on the surface, but im- 
practical in application. 

The other idea Mr. Howe ad- 
vanced—the idea that adults should 
go back to schoo! for a year when 
they're older and more mature and 
better abie io aporeciaié the merits of 
education—has considerable to rec- 
ommendit. 

This idea, of course, is the basis of 
the sabattical leave theory, fostered 
in the field of education but spread- 
ing throughout more of society in 
labor contracts and other agree- 
ments. 

\t_also is the basis for community 
adult education programs 
seem to be growing in popular 
acceplance.
